Larry D. Peal, a Sierra Madre resident tor 
20 years, took out his nomination papers for City 
Council Monday morning, and told The News, 
“More people who live here should shop in Sierra 
Madre rather than go out of town. The businesses 
in Sierra Madre are so unique and we should give 
them more support. Merchants here are so helpful. 
You get total service and care. In the 20 years I've 
lived here, I found Sierra Madreans extremely gen- 
unine people.” 

Peal, vice president of investments with A.G. 
Edwards & Sons, Inc., located in Pasadena, says 
he’s a believer in environmental control. “1 guess 
1 could call myself an environmentalist, attempting 
to protect the environment in which we live.

Trial for Percell 
to begin Feb. 23 

A Feb. 23 trial date was set for Jeffrey Ste¬ 
phen Percell, last Friday, Feb. 2 at the Pasadena 
Superior Court. 

Percell is now in custody and will stand trial 
from the double homicide of his parents, John and 
.Alice Percell. They were found dead by gunshot on 
Nov. 16, 1988, at their home on Liliano in Sierra 
Madre. 

Percell surrendered on Dec. 13, 1988, to police 
in Burlington, Vt., and was extradited. Pre-trial 
process began June 21, 1989. Percell is pleading 
not guilty and is being held without bail. 

Percell had filed for the Marston motion on 
Jan. 12, 1990. The motion allows the defendant 
to officially state reasons for lack of confidence 
in the assigned public defender. 

The judge cleared the courtroom to hear Per- 
cell’s argument and denied the motion. Percell has 
maintained his preference for private counsel, 
Barry Post, over the court assigned public defender, 
Mike Duffey. 

Deputy district attorney, Elton Simms, appeared 
briefly before the proceedings. Counsel Barry Post 
was in Sacramento and Seymour Amster attended 
the courtroom procedure in his place. 

A request by Percell to use funds from the 
estate of his parents toward the private counsel 
has been made. Resolution is pending in probate

The Santa Monica Mountains Conservancy 
(SMMC) is conducting public hearings in various 
locations in the San Fernando, La Crescenta and 
San Gabriel Valleys to plan and coordinate expan¬ 
sion and improvement of preservation and recrea¬ 
tion resources in the Rim of the Valley Trail 
Corridor. 

On Feb. 1, SMMC held one of these public 
hearings at the Sierra Madre Park House, hosted 
by the Sierra Madre Mountain Conservancy. The 
hearing was reported to The News by Caroline 
Brown. 

Her report follows. — Ed. 

Sierra Madre city and citizens receive 
compliment 

The hearing held by the Santa Monica Moun¬ 
tains Conservancy on Feb. 1 gave rise to a compli¬ 
ment to our proud community. 

It was noted by Ester Feldman and Greg 
Townsend of the SMCC that the evening’s turnout 
of more than 40 people was the largest at any 
of the current hearings, indicating Sierra Madre’s 
support for conservation. 

Hosted by the Sierra Madre Mountain Con¬ 
servancy, this local hearing was conducted as part 
of the planning process for implementing Assembly 
Bill 1516 for the extension of the RIM of the Valley 
Trail Corridor. 

Local citizens and government input is required 
to lay the ground work for extending the Santa 


Monica Mountains Zone, whose eastwardly exten¬ 
sion now ends at Devil’s Gate Reservoir at JPL 
in Pasadena. 

The Santa Monica Mountains Conservancy 
is a state agency that works with private conser¬ 
vancies and federal, state and local agencies to 
help preserve recreation lands. 

The local hearing gave the representatives an 
opportunity to assess Sierra Madre’s support for 
extending their authority to help local jurisdictions 
connect existing parks, open spaces and trail head 
corridors. Other hearings will be conducted in cities 
to the east. 

Herb Stroh, secretary of the board of the Sierra 
Madre Mountain Conservancy, made a presenta¬ 
tion on its behalf and introduced other board mem¬ 
bers present: Ann Wolf and Caroline Brown. 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer spoke on be¬ 
half of the city, pointing out our history of con¬ 
servation stances, especially noting our declared 
wilderness areas. 

Miner Harkness of the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team attested to the fact of enormous 
recreational use our two trail areas, and Laurie 
Cooper gave information on the Sierra Madre En¬ 
vironmental Action Council’s activities. As a Parks 
and Recreation commissioner she noted the trail 
grant received for the Jones Peak Trail linkage. 

The historical .Mt. Wilson Trail Race to Orchard 
Camp was mentioned as a citywidc supported and

Bailey Canyon ‘devastation’ 
is partially corrected 


At least partial reparation has been made of 
“devastation” wrought by city crews and private 
contractors working for the city on projects in Bailey 
Canyon and behind the Recycling Center after out¬ 
rage was voiced at two City Council meetings. 

Laurie Cooper, member of the Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Commission, Sierra Madre Environ¬ 
mental Action Council (SMEAC) and Director ot 
the Recycling Center, complained first about the 
“havoc” caused in Bailey Canyon by a private con¬ 
tractor redoing a water line for the city. 

Additional outrage was expressed by other Sierra 
Madre environmentalists and last week, when the 
Los Angeles County Fire Dept, called the city to 
say they had a work crew- available, the crew was 
set to work cleaning up the worst of the damage. 

Still, Cooper says, “It will take years for the 
native plants to grow back. 

“What was done was totally irresponsible,” 
she said. 


“We used to have a trail. Now you could 
put a tank through there. It looked like they put 
a guy on a bulldozer and said ‘sickem.’ It was 
definitely a case of overkill, and the project never 
came before the Parks and Recreation Commission.” 

The commission has primary responsibility 
for the city’s parks, including Bailey Canyon, a 
dedicated wilderness park. Cooper is the 
commission member assigned to oversee Bailey Can¬ 
yon Park. 

“Why can’t they just give us a call and say, 
‘this is what we plan to do,’ and give us a chance 
to oversee the project?” 

In her second appearance before the 

council, two weeks after her complaints about Bailey 

Canyon, she had another protest, this time about 

havoc wrought on the slope behind the Recycling 

Center by city crews putting in a new fence for 

the cemetery. ^ ^ __ „

“This service, beginning Feb. 19, will supple¬ 
ment the other SMART taxi subsidy and FACS 
reservation system,” he said. “The bus will provide 
door-to-door access to the business district. 

It will also serve as a shuttle service to Arcadia 
two times daily, McRea noted. 

The new transportation system will be display 
in Kersting Court next Wednesday, Valentine s Day, 
Feb. 14 at which time literature will be passed 
out. Those attending may also talk with the uni¬ 
formed drivers. 

The system will be shown to seniors Saturday, 
Feb.17. 


Service for the nine-passenger van is set for 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m. Monday through Friday and from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Saturday. The cab runs from 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m. 

McRea said the new Dial-A-Ride “will be radio 
dispatched, air conditioned and comfortable.” He 
added, “It is my hope that as the Mariposa Park¬ 
ing Lot construction starts, the van will be an aux¬ 
iliary service for those working downtown. Logistics 
haven’t been worked out yet but 1 would hope mer¬ 
chants and employees could park in one lot near 
downtown, get on the bus and be dropped off at 
their businesses. It will also be used tor leisure 
service programs such as senior trips and for recrea¬ 
tion department use.”

Small business 
owners like 
limit of temris 

Small-business owners in the state 
overwhelmingly support the concept of 
limiting the number of terms state legis¬ 
lators can serve, according to a survey 
released recently by the National Feder¬ 
ation of Independent Business/Cali¬ 
fornia (NFIB). 

The State Ballot, an annual survey 
of 53,000 NFIB/California members, 
found that 74 percent of the respondents 
favor placement of limits on legislative 
terms, compared with 9 percent who 
oppose the idea and 7 percent who 
are undecided. 

“The system has evolved to the 
point where incumbents are virtually 
guaranteed re-election and that breeds 
career politicians who can easily become 
complacent and lose touch with consti¬ 
tuents,” said Martyn Hopper, state 
director of NFIB/California, the 
largest small-business organization in 
the state. 

The State Constitution limits the 
number of gubernatorial terms to two, 
but places no term restrictions on the 
State Senate and Assembly. 

“We aren’t saying ‘Throw the ras¬ 
cals out.’ We’re saying, ‘Don’t let the 
rascals stay too long,’ ” Hooper said. 
“We need fresh faces and ideas.” 

Sacramento-based NFIB/California 
is part of the nationwide NFIB small 
business advocacy organization, which 
has more than 570,000 members and 
offices in all 50 states. 

As Sierra Madreans know', one of 
the two questions open to the electorate 
Apr. 10 is whether or not to limit 
terms of City Councilpersons to two 
terms (eight) years before they “stop 
out” for two years. The prospective 
term limitation was introduced by 
City Councilman Clem Bartolai who is 
running for his second term this spring 
in the same election. 

The second question on the Apr. 
10 ballot will be whether or not the 
city should switch to the paramedic 
program from the EMT program.

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MacDonalds attempts to locate 
in Altadena against loud protests

MacDonald’s Company 
representatives were un¬ 
prepared for the noisy 
opposition that filled 
the meeting room at the 
Altadena Library when 
the Land Use Committee 
of the Altadena Town 
Council met Tuesday, 
Jan. 30. The groups 
came together for a 
presentation by the Mac¬ 
Donald’s Company to 
describe the new 
MacDonald’s building to 
be erected at the corner 
of Altadena Drive and 
Lake Ave. 

“We called the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and 
the receptionist said she 
thought it would be nice 
to have a MacDonald’s 
here in the foothills,’’ 
said a MacDonald’s 
spokesman. He claimed 
that he was never in¬ 
formed of the existence 
of the .Altadena Town 

Council, much less ot 
the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee. 

Frank Kuo of the Gen¬ 
eral Plan Zoning Con- 
sistancy Program of Los 
Angeles County told 
the crowd that since 


the lots in question are 
in a commercial /one. 
and that since Mac¬ 
Donald’s is a legitimate 
business, they had a 
right to build there, 
and that since Altadena 
is not an incorporated 
city, it had very little to 
say about it. 

Opposing speakers 
questioned the satetv 
of the entrance and 
exit on the steep section 
of Lake Ave. (Mac¬ 
Donalds: put up slop 
signs), the problem ot 
trash discards (Mac 
Donalds: WF PAfROI 
AROUND Of R 
BLOCK. Speaker: what 
about nearby blocks; 
Mac Donalds: I h a t'' 
your problem) and the 
clientele drawn inti' 
a basicallv residential 
neighborhood. 

In another impot 
tant concern, the 1 and 
Use Committee called 
upon Soren Agaianian 
of the County Regional 
Plannitig Committee to 
clarity and reline the 
residential zoning ot 
.Miadcna which was. 
at one time, divided intv' 
areas (.if varying density. 


but which the most re¬ 
cent plan shows as a uni¬ 
form 1 to 6 living unit-v 
per acre. .Agajanian pro¬ 
mised to look into it, but 
the committee’s concern 
continues. 

“I arge tracts of land 
in the foothills are a con¬ 
stant temptation to devel¬ 
opers.’’ said Committee 
C hairman Camille Brad¬ 
ley, “and we would like 
to have some binding rule 
Ml that we would not 
have to fight this battle 
constantly 

Kuo implied that 
while plans of what would 


be desirable can be made, 
they are always subject 
to an allowed var¬ 
iance through the county 
offices. The committee 
seems resigned to the 
fact that the war with the 
developers must go on. 

“We do not have 
even a newspaper to help 
us publicize the many 
attacks on the historic 
and cultural character 
of our community.”

Fundin sources for the “soft programs” 
(promotion, business recruitment, o^»-ner em¬ 
ployee business training, etc.) needed to ensure 
success of downtown revitalization programs 
are varied. Usually, the most successful pro¬ 
grams draw their money from a wide variety 
of sources. It’s logical. The more entities 
involved in paying, the more interest — and 
support — for the many programs needed. 

Business and property owners need to be 
strongly involved. This means all segments of 
the business community; including profession¬ 
als, service, wholesalers, industrial, financial 
institutions and retailers. It means the pro¬ 
perty owners that live in/out of town, out of 
state or out of the country all need to provide 
a share. Land values and the brick and mortar 
sitting thereon are directly related to downtown’s 
prosperity. .Apartment, condominium and even 
single family property occupants immediately 
adjacent to downtown have a stake in downtown; 
as does the population in general. 


City government needs increased property 
and sales ta.x revenue. Some argue it’s the city 
that has the most to gain or lose so they must 
be paying a share. Conditions may exist to allow 
us to tap into State and Federal funding. 
Probably not on a regular basis, but on a pro¬ 
gram by program basis. Local, state and 
national foundations often respond with grants 
for revitalization projects. 

Those are a few of the basic sources we 
have to begin with. How do they fit together? 
What’s the role of each? Can, will they partici¬ 
pate, and at what level? Good questions. 

Some facts about funding programs: they 
will always include overlap. Some participants 
will draw direct benefits, some only indirect. 
Some will pay more than others. Rarely can 
everyone see or agree on the need for every 
component of every program. Some always 
want a free ride. Both happy and unhappy 
people result from whatever funding strategy 
is implemented. 

Chambers of commerce, downtown asso¬ 
ciations, retail promotion committees and other 
volunteer organization budgets have been fund¬ 
ed through membership dues. Thirty years ago 
that terminology bothered me. It bothers me 
today. The expeaed result of these organizations 
has always been to provide tangible, beneficial 
results. To provide a return on the hard- 
earned dollars provided. That spells investor 
and investment to me. They (membership and 
investors) are different concepts as far as I’m 
concerned. The investor investment concept 
reflects what all funding sources expect in the 
real world. They want results. Hold that thought 
until next week. Happy Valentines day.

Introduction by Albert Metzger 

Sierra Madre and at least 19 other San 
Gabriel Valley communities either already have 
or are moving to establish city-wide home ma¬ 
terial recycling programs. The following excel¬ 
lent statement on the need for recycling was 
prepared by Joseph G. Haworth Jr., informa¬ 
tion officer and division engineer of the Los 
Angeles County Sanitation District. 

Can the Trash Crisis Get Worse? 

All of us in Los Angeles are setting new 
records. We produce more trash than any other 
people on the planet or any other people in 
history — over 11 pounds for every man, wo¬ 
man and child. What’s to blame? Our throw¬ 
away society grew out of a fast-paced life¬ 
style that makes us value convenience. Dis¬ 
posable products and excessive packaging con¬ 
spire to add to the tonnage. A booming eco¬ 
nomy powers industry and commerce to pour 
out their load of trash. Construction, remodel¬ 
ing and replacing creates ever higher mounds 
of debris. Nearly 50,000 tons a day of trash 
pours out of the activities of eight million 
people in our basin. 

Yet we’re not bad recyclers. Somewhere 
between 5000 and 10,000 tons a day of goods 
are recycled. Newspapers, bottles, cans, card¬ 
board, office paper, plastics, oil, car batteries, 
wood and asphalt get reused. 

But the trash has not yet hit the fan. It 
is not yet being left in the streets on garbage 
pickup day. The dumping bins behind stores 
are still being emptied into trucks for the trip 
to the landfill. And the landfills are nearby. 


not in Arizona, yet. There are still 10 major 
landfills in Los Angeles County, but operating 
permits and environmental controls set limits 
on the daily tonnages they can accept. By 
all the best estimates, in 1991, over 6000 tons 
of trash per day will have no landHIis to go 
to. What does that mean? 

Look to the eastern U.S. New Jersey is 
almost out of landfills, and despite excellent 
recycling programs, hauls huge amounts of 
trash to neighboring states. Philadelphia hauled 
its trash to Maryland and Ohio, but Mary¬ 
land passed rules to stop that. Now it goes to 
Ohio, Alabama and Illinois. The cost of trash 
disposal in most eastern cities has gone sky- 
high. And most of the time the extra cost is 
simply to haul the trash farther. The people in 
some eastern cities are paying four to five times 
as much to get rid of their trash as we do. The 
trash still disappears from the curbs, but at 
such a cost. 

The new by-word in solid waste manage¬ 
ment is “integrated.” That means a program 
that utilizes all the tools in the trade; source 
reduction, recycling, refuse-to-energy, waste 
diversion and landfilling; hopefully, reasonably 
nearby landfilling. At least, in the near-term, 
refuse-to-energy is not politically viable, but if 
we don’t achieve some source reduction and in¬ 
crease recycling and waste diversion, if we don’t 
renew existing landfill permits and possibly 
find new sites, “D” Day will be In 1991. 
Believe it or not, trash is an emotional issue. 
Don’t expect it to get any less emotional bet¬ 
ween now and the early ’90s.

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Planning Commission turns down request for church

A conditional use permit request at 55 W. 
Sierra Madre (the old city hall) drew a large number 
of interested and concerned residents at the Thurs¬ 
day, Jan. 18 Planning Commission meeting. Also 
on the agenda were three other public hearings and 
two resolution of intentions. 

Don Murphy, owner of the building, now 
currently 60 percent occupied with office space, 
requested the C.U.P. to allow the Healing Light 
Center to use the remaining space. The group, 
according to the founder who spoke at the meetine. 
specializes in medical therajjeutic healing, as well 
as metaphysical and spiritual counseling and 
healing. 

The conditional use permit requested use as a 
church, school, bookstore, and office space. The 
school would basically be run from 7 p.m. in the 
evening to 10:30 p.m. at night five days a week. 

Several residents living in the residential area 
just behind the old city hall brought their objections 
about parking, the late hours the school kept, and 
the fact that it would disturb their “quite residential 
neighborhood." Additional traffic to the area was 
also a consideration. 

One resident stepped forward to question the 


beliefs of the group which he claimed he had heard 
ranged between “medical quackery to witchcraft.” 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer stepped to the 
podium and spoke “as a citizen.” His main concern 
was the fact that the recent Economics Research 
Associates report had already pointed out to the 
number of churches (and other nonprofit organi¬ 
zations) already on the main boulevard retail areas, 
and that to add to that situation would be a detri¬ 
ment to the city’s tax base as well as opposite 
of the recommendations of the report which 
the city had spent so much time and money on. 

“That area should be retail,” he stated. “If 
this use was compatible, they wouldn’t need a 
conditional use permit.” 

The Main Street board had previously reviewed 
the project (as is necessary since it is part of the 
redevelopment district) and given it its full approval. 
Don Murphy is chairman of that group. 

After further discussion and consideration of 
the economic impact on the city, the parking situa¬ 
tion and residents’ concerns, the Planning Com¬ 
mission voted to disapprove the project. 

A variance request sent back to the Planning 
Commission after previous approval was for the 











Montessori School, wishing to relocate at 212 Lima 
Ave. The application was sent back by the council 
after an appeal made by residents in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The commission again heard arguments for 
the variance by Victoria Randall, principal of the 
school, and against the proposal by neighboring 
residents. The request was granted again, this time 
on further stringent conditions in the area of fire 
and earthquake safety in regards to the physical 
building. 

After much discussion and confusion on what 
variances were being requested where, and a resi¬ 
dent who ran through the entire application to 
oppose on a few minor points, the commission 
approved a fence height variance at 581 Sierra Mea¬ 
dow in the rear portion of the area requested, 
denying it in the front portion. The motion was 
then retracted, and a new motion passed approving 
the same rear yard portion but allowing a wrought- 
iron fence to be placed in the front portion. 

A variance request by Bruce Gelber at 180 S. 
Mountain Trail for a side yard addition was 
approved with little discussion and no opposition. 

Under new and old business, two resolutions of 
intention were passed, one at 1910 Vista Ave. at the 
property of Elizabeth Horn, and the other covering 
the properties burned in the Dec. 7 fire downtown. 
Those properties include 14, 16, 18, 22 and 24 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. A resolution of intention merely 
allows the building inspector to investigate and report 
his findings to the commission in order that they 
may determine if a nuisance exists at the property 
cited. The commission may then opt to abate the 
nuisance.

"Members of SMEAC have spent hundreds 
of hours terracing, landscaping the caring tor that 
slope. They just dumped loose dirt down the 
slope, burying the ground cover. The rains then 
eroded the dirt and brought mud down into the 
Recycling Center. The terracing timbers need to be 
put back and a berm placed to create a channel 
to funnel runoff away from the center. The mud 
in the area of the center needs to be removed. 

"VVe will do the replanting, but so far they 
haven’t done anything.” 

She feels both the damage to the Recycling 
Center slope and the Bailey Canyon “carnage 
should not have occurred in the first place and pre¬ 
venting recurrence of such careless devastation in 
the future needs to be addressed by all concerned 


the council, the Parks and Recreation Commission, 
city crews and liaisons with private contractors. 

Walter Teilmann, a member of the Bailey Can¬ 
yon Committee and the Sierra Madre Mountain 
Conservancy, was the first to discover the Bailey 
Canyon damage. 

Heavy equipment had cut a huge swath of devas¬ 
tation where the path had been and left areas 
where the plants were all crushed and stripped, 
he said. 

"It was basically done in an environmentally 
insensitive way. I don’t know whether the contractor 
was told what to do and ignored it, or wasn’t 
told (how to preserve the environment).”

His mother, Shirley Peal, still lives in Pasadena, 
and his parents-in-law. Bill and Barbara Clark, live 
in Sierra Madre. 

Mary MacGillivray, the first woman to an¬ 
nounce her candidacy for City Council in Sierra 
Madre, said she is concerned about “hillside devel¬ 
opment, appropriate education and recreation. I 
am concerned about the community as a whole. 1 
have always loved Sierra Madre and I will always 
live here.” They have lived in Sierra Madre 
since 1973. 

Although she is a mother of four children 
and is founder and marketing and PR director 
of Health Craft International, she has a good energy 
level, she says, and is able to do many things at 
a time. 

She notes that she is also on call on the grave¬ 
yard shift as a medical technician at Methodist Hos¬ 
pital “so as not to lose the skill.” 

She adds, “My husband is very supportive of 
me. We’re a team, a partnership. He’s there for me 
with our children when I can’t be.” 

Her husband, Duncan, is an insurance ac¬ 
count executive and is vice president of Corroon 
and Black Insurance Services, Inc., Pasadena. He 
serves as head of the new aviation addition. He has 
been on the Pasadena Tournament of Roses for one- 
and-a-half decades. He is also cubmaster at Mayfield 
Junior School where three of their four children 
attend school. 

She says she has concerns as a business wo¬ 
man who has four children.

sponsored event, bringing contestants into Sierra 
Madre from the greater Southern California area 
to join our local runners in this unique use of the 
Mt. Wilson Trail. 

Lee Cline spoke for the Hillside Coalition 
citizen group, noting their support for the 
preservation of our mountains. 

One hillside property owner in the audience, 
John Bowman, pointed out on the display maps 
where his property is located, adjacent to the Mt. 
Wilson Trail, asking about how the conservancy 
aided in the purchase of lands. 

The SMCC does not buy lands to hold, it was 
noted, but does aid local jurisdictions with state- 
assisted assessment of fair market value for land 
and usually grants money for program maintenance 
once lands are acquired locally. 

A similar question by Charles Corp, former 
mayor, further clarified the fact that land values 
being as high as they are does not allow for the use 
of the SMCC budget for many outright grants for 
land purchase.

mer chairman of the annual Bailey Canyon Nature 
Tours for the school children, said, “1 can’t sec 
any excuse for what was done. It seems obvious 
that nobody supervised the work crew. 

“It is depressing. The oak grove is still there 
and the trail to the falls, but they took out one 
medium small oak and destroyed the area around 
several of the lower tour stations. 

“This is similar to another incident several 
years ago when weed killer was sprayed on native 
plants placed in 1 ower Bailey Canyon by SME.XC 
volunteers. They obviously didn’t know the diflcr- 
ence between weeds and native plants. 

“Nobody knew they were using the weed killer 
then, or that they were going to put in this pipe 
line, and didn’t discover what was happening in 
either case until it was too late.” 

The city should provide better supervision in 
the future and know ledgeable people should be con¬ 
sulted before work is done is areas like Bailey Can¬ 
yon, she said. 

City administration was contacted regarding the 
project and provided the information that Zimmer¬ 
man Consulting Engineers was in charge ot the 
project and provided the supervision. 

City Administrator Jim McRea disagreed with 
the expressions of outrage, stating, “As far as I’m 
concerned, we didn’t do that much damage. Extra¬ 
ordinary care was taken not to disturb the meadovs. 

“Under our new $50,000 grant a whole new 
project will be starting there shortly, including handi¬ 
capped access to the area, an observation or 
assembly area, a bridge across the channel, the 
redefining of the channel so it won’t further 
erode into the meadow and undermine the big old 
oak and the east side.” 

The current project is not tinished, he 
said. After laying the pipe some five to six feet 
deep, it has to be allowed to settle before “capping 
off.” Care was also taken, he stated, not to damage 
the uphill slope. 

He added that it had been brought to his at¬ 
tention that the annual Nature Tours would be 
commencing in .April and restoration of the area 
may now be moved up, from the current sched¬ 
uled date set for summer, to attempt to repair 
the damage before the tours begin. 

The county crews provided a fortuitous oppor¬ 
tunity to begin the reparation. 

The Nature Tours, which have been a SME.AC 
program since 1*^73, are aimed at providing child¬ 
ren with first hand knowledge of Sierra Madre’s 
chaparral area. Shelby Pope is chairman ol the tour 
program. 

She stated that she had first checked out the area 
and noted the damage and then returned several 
days later to find a three foot by eight foot pile 
of asphalt added to what she termed “the Bailey 
Canyon Dump.” 

A.sphalt eontatns petroleum products, she noted, 
“and that adds toxic wastes to the already serious 
problems created by the pipeline project.” 

1 he county fire crews removed the various 
large piles of loose dirt in the pathway, as well 
as the asphalt, and effected considerable general 
cleanup, she said. 

“\Ve decided to go ahead with the Nature Tours, 
which we had considered cancelling this year, since 
the upper trail to the falls is undamaged. 

“Even if they complete the cleanup before the 
tours start, however, the raw scars will be unsightly. 
It will take many years to reestablish the chaparral 
community, even if it is planted now with natives. 

“Perhaps we can still utilize it as a learning 
experience by pointing it out to the children as an 
example of the kind of desecration uncaring and/or 
uninformed humatis can wreak on wilderness areas.”

“Appellate court action (i.e., probate court) 
takes time, yet Percell doesn’t seek to waive lime.” 
stated Mike Duffey. Duffey has served as a criminal 
defense lawyer in the public defenders’ office for 18 
years, handling numerous murder trials, including 
those involving the death penalty. 

“I have never had a client who has I'ceii sentenced 
to the gas chamber,” he noted, but admitted he 
is finding it hard to get Percell to cooperate with 
him.

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Magwood 
suits up 
for South

“I’m just an every¬ 
day person, but when I’m 
dressed in that uniform, 

1 forget about that 
everyday person, and 
I’m playing a role.” 

To many of us in Sierra 
Madre, that “everyday 
person” is Richard, the 
hair stylist at Max¬ 
wells, 7 Kersting Court, 
but several times of the 
year, he has found a way 
to step into a time ma¬ 
chine and onto a Civil 
War battlefield. 

Richard, the hair-stylist, 
becomes Private Richard 
Magwood, 3rd Georgia 
Volunteer Infantry, 
Company G, Confederate 
light Guard. For Pri¬ 
vate Magwood the old 
South rises again. 

In .August, 1988, 
Richard, who describes 
himself as “always a 
history buff,” attended 
the Pomona Gun Show, 
and while he was there 
he noticed a man in full 
Confederate uniform. 
The man told Richard 
of the various organiza¬ 
tions dedicated to pre¬ 
serving the history of the 
Civil War period through 
re-enactments of famous 
battles, and authen¬ 
tic reproductions of 
the life-style. 

.Although participants 
can choo.se to fight on 
either side, Richard says, 
“I'm a Southerner at 
heart," and fights only 
as a Confederate soldier. 
For these battles, he 
wears a woolen uni¬ 
form designed and con¬ 
structed to the exact 
specifications of the 
unit he represents. Every¬ 
thing is HX) percent au¬ 
thentic to the 1860s time 
period: horses, muskets, 
cannons, food, cook¬ 
ware, and the tents where 
men and families stay 
overnight. 

"The seeming reality 
of it was traumatic at 
first," remembers Mag¬ 
wood, who traveled 2000 
miles last November to 
participate in The Battle 
of Franklin in Tennessee, 
“but you get used to 
it. It’s like filming a 
movie, no one is going to 
get hurt. It is important 
that people know that it 
is not for the glorifica¬ 
tion of war, but for the 
glorification of his¬ 
tory.” 

Cieorge Maurer, print¬ 
er for the Sierra Madre 
News, remembers the 
re-enactments and 
displays here in Mem¬ 
orial Park, last year. 


Parade. Some of the 
schools brought classes 
to see it and it was 
an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity to witness history. 
‘‘It should have 
been required for all 
the classes,” he felt. 

Says Magwood, “Most 
people think the Civil 
War was about slavery, 
but actually only one 
person in 10 had slaves. 
It was not a racial 
issue. The states of 
the South were econ¬ 
omically depressed and 
the North took it upon 
themselves to invade the 
sovereignty of the 
South.” He also points 
out that patriotism was 
to your state rather than 
the nation. “Back in 
those days, you were a 
Virginian first.” 

But these re-enactments 
are not fashioned to re¬ 
kindle any partisan poli¬ 
tics, or to resurrect fes¬ 
tered wounds. Magwood 
emphasizes, “Everyone 
feels a certain reverance 
because man fought and 
died for the uniform 
they’re wearing.” 

Participants in the 
re-enactments range 
in age from 10-year-old 
drummer boys to people 
in their senior citizen 
years. One-third of the 
participants are wo¬ 
men, who become camp 
nurses, stretcher-bear¬ 
ers, or wives, wearing 
their hand-made cos¬ 
tumes. 

“The state of Cali¬ 
fornia has the largest 
Western participation, 
according to Magwood.

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Group favors incentives 
for single-story homes 


Results of a special 
committee which studied 
alternatives to a pro¬ 
posed Text Amendment 
which changed the lot 
coverage requirements in 
an attempt to reduce both 
mass and visual bulk of 
single-family homes was 
made public last week. 

The 16-member com¬ 
mittee, which was chair¬ 
ed by Councilman Robert 
Harbicht, represented 
a cross-section of 
the community. 

The consensus of the 
committee was that 
there should be some 
incentive for the con¬ 
struction of and additions 
to single-family dwellings 
and that the existing 
lot coverage of 45 
percent should remain 


for single-story 
homes. 

It was further recom¬ 
mended that the maxi¬ 
mum lot coverge require¬ 
ment for two-story 
homes should be 35 per¬ 
cent and that the sliding 
scale, based on lot size, 
was not equitable. How¬ 
ever, Jim Rostron, repre¬ 
senting the Rancho 
Santa Anita Residents’ 
Association, preferred 
the sliding scale ap¬ 
proach for maximum 
lot coverage. 

A majority of the 
committee indi¬ 
cated that addressing 
visual bulk and 
reducing the mass of a 
dwelling would be best 
achieved by the use of 
angles at the side pro¬ 
perty lines in determining 


the side yard setbacks 
for single and two 
story dwellings. 

It was suggested 
that the City Coun¬ 
cil direct staff to fur¬ 
ther study this idea and 
come back at a later 
date with recom¬ 
mendations. 

A public hearings on 
the proposed text amend¬ 
ment was held at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting of the 
Arcadia City Council. 

On the agenda of the
